The above-identified application should be rejected for 
the following reasons. If Applicant has any arguments against 
the rejection, Applicant is invited to file an Argument within 
60 days of the mailing date of this Notice. 

Reasons 

1 . The alleged invention of the sub j ect application as defined 
in the claim specified below is not patentable under the 
provisions of Section 29, Item 2 of the Patent Law, as it would 
have been readily created by those having ordinary skill in the 
technical field, to which it belongs, on the basis of the 
inventions disclosed in the below-listed documents distributed 
in Japan or abroad or the inventions that had become usable by 
the public through communication network before the filing of 
the subject application. 

2 . The alleged invention of the subj ect application as defined 
in the claim specified below is not patentable under the 
provisions of Section 29 bis of the Patent Law, as it is identical 
with the invention disclosed in the specification or drawings 
originally attached to the request of another application for 
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a patent or for a utility model registration filed earlier than 
the subject application and undergone publication (Kokoku) or 
laying-open for public inspection (Kokai) after the filing of 
the subject application and moreover, the inventors of the 
subject application are not identical with those made the 
invention of the application filed earlier than the subject 
application and at the time of the filing of the subject 
application, the applicant of the subject application is not 
the same person as the applicant of the earlier application. 

Remarks 

(Concerning the cited documents and the like, see 
a List of Cited Documents and the Like.) 

Reason 1 

[Claim 1] 

(1) Cited Document 1 discloses a bleach containing an aromatic 
alcohol such as 2-phenylethanol or phenoxyethanol as an organic 
solvent, a quaternary ammonium salt and triethanolamine (Example 
17) . 

As compositions containing water in proportions within 
the range in the alleged invention of the subject application 
are also disclosed as bleaches in Cited Document 2, it would 
have been easy to one having ordinary skill in the art to set 
the proportion of water and the pH value as desired in the invention 
disclosed in Cited Document 1 (Cited Document 2, Example 2) . 

(2) Cited Document 3 discloses a hair dye composition, which 
comprises a first pack containing benzyl alcohol, behenyl 
trimethyl ammonium chloride, monoethanolamine and water and a 
second pack containing hydrogen peroxide. 

The invention disclosed in Cited Document 3 is different 
from the alleged invention of the subject application in that 
the former contains water in a greater proportion than the latter, 
although they are substantially the same in pH in view of their 
compositions . 
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However, Cited Document 4 discloses, as hair dye 
compositions, those having water proportions and pHs within the 
corresponding ranges in the subject application. No difficulty 
whatsoever can be recognized in setting, in the invention of 
Cited Document 3, the water proportion and pH value within the 
corresponding ranges in the subject application (Cited Document 
4, page 4, right column, lines 35-37, [0025], Examples 1 and 
3) . 

(3) Cited Document 4 discloses an invention on a hair dye 
composition of pH 8 to 12, in which a first pack containing an 
aromatic alcohol, an alkaline agent and water and a second pack 
containing an oxidizing agent are used as an admixture. It also 
discloses that a cationic surfactant may be added further (page 
4, right column, lines 35-37, [0025], Examples 1 and 3). 

Therefore, it would have been easy to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to make such an endeavor as adding 
a cationic surfactant in a suitable proportion in the invention 
disclosed in Cited Document 4. 

(5) (sic.) Cited Document 5 discloses a hair dye composition, 
which comprises a first pack containing 2-butoxyethanol , 
tricetylammonium bromide, ammonia and water and a second pack 
containing hydrogen peroxide (Example 9) . 

The invention disclosed in Cited Document 5 is different 
from the alleged invention of the subject application in that 
the former contains water in a greater proportion than the latter, 
although they are substantially the same in pH in view of their 
compositions . 

Dealing with the above-described difference, Cited 
Document 4 discloses, as hair dye compositions, those having 
water proportions and pHs within the corresponding ranges in 
the subject application. No difficulty whatsoever can be 
recognized in setting, in the invention of Cited Document 5, 
the water proportion and pH value within the corresponding ranges 
in the sub j ect application (Cited Document 4 , page 4 , right column, 
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lines 35-37, [0025], Examples 1 and 3). 

Reason 2 

[Claim 1] 

Specification 6 of the prior application discloses a hair 
dye composition with (i) a first pack ofpH8tol2, which contains 
a surfactant such as a diethylene glycol monoalkyl ether or 
strearyl trimethyl ammonium chloride, an alkaline agent such 
as monoethanolamine and water, and (ii) an oxidizing agent 
containing hydrogen peroxide added at a (i) the first pack to 
(ii) the oxidizing agent ratio of from 1:0.5 to 1:5. The 
proportions of the respective ingredients, therefore, overlap 
with the corresponding ranges in the alleged invention of the 
subject application ([0024], [0030], [0035], Examples). 

At present, no ground for rejection is found on the* 
invention of the claims other than the claim indicated in this 
Notice of Reasons for Rejection, if any. If any ground for 
rejection is newly found, however, it will be notified 
accordingly .
